In reply to Mr. P. J. Meehan, 

Mr. ACLAND said the grants made from 
the Development Fund to the LA.O.5. dur- 
ing the last three vears have been as fol- 
lows :—For year ended 31st March, 4914, 
£4,000 ; 1915, £5,000; and 1916, £5.970. The 
sum of £5,970 includes an emergency grant 
of £3,000 to meet the special conditions in 
which the Society has been placed by the 
war, and a special grant of £1,000 for work 
in organising an ingrease of tillage among 
small farmers in the congested districts.

Mr. BYRNE—Can he say why ‘he grant to 
this private body had been retained, while 
similar grants to public bodies have been re- 
duced or withdrawn’! 

Mr. ACLAND—I know nothing about re- 
ductions, but as I was Financial Secretary at 
the time when the grant was increased | 
know it was becanse it was undoubtedly 
going to do extraordinarily good work. 

GRANT FOR HORSE-BREEDING IN 
IRELAND. 

Mr. RUSSELL, in reply to Mr. Meehan, 
said that the Development Commissioners pro- 
posed, in August last, that their grant of 
£10,000 for horse-breeding in Ireland should 
be reduced by £5,000. They have within the 
= week suggested reasons why the grant 
hould be stopped altogether. Amongst these 
reasons is the reduction of the Department’s 
expenditure on horse-breeding from their En- 
dowment Fund, brought abont through the 
shrinkage of Government securities, due to the 
war, which has left the Department a smaller 
amount, available to apply to their schemes. 

Mr. MEEHAN—Can he say if horse-breed- 
ing granis in England have been stopped?

MR. JAMES COLLINS. 

Mr. James Collins, Chief Inspector of 
Dairies for the Dublin Corporation, died 
yesterday. Mr. Collins was in good health 
on Wednesday, and was in the city. He 
took suddeniy ill yesterday morning and 
passed away in a short time.

was its leader. While Butt was imprisoned 
at Kilmainham Mr. Collins was suspected of 
conveying letters to the Fenians who were 
in the prison.

of historical sketches of it. He contributed 
poetry and prose to the Dublin Press.

In one branch 
in Ireland 1,500 visits were paid b the 
Society's Inspectors in connectwn with that 
Fund, and in:the same branch 779 cases were 
investigated for the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families Association by the inspectors, and 
1,000 visits paid. They had heard it said 
that the soldiers’ wives had been drinking 
to excess. The first inquiry that Society 
made, at the request of the War Office, was 
as to the accuracy of that statement. She 
was glad to tell them that the Director of the 
Society was in a position to state definitely 
and truly that that rumour was a gross 
slander on their soldiers’ wives. (Applause. ) 
In tice beginning there may have been some 
cases, but now they knew the’ value of money. 
Through the action of their inspectors 800 
Savings Bank accounts had been opened by 
soldiers’ wives. In one town where a report 
as to drinking women had been made the 
Society found that out. of 84 women 
there were only two drinking wives 
and 82 res;ectable wives. These black sheep 
gave the bad name to the others. There 
was not one amongst them who would not 
stand up for the soldiers and sailors. Why 
on earth, then, should they criticise the 
soldier’s wife and put her on one side as a 
‘‘ne’er do well”? With regard to those who 
did drink, the society was taking active 
steps that the children shall not suffer. The 
society was also consulted with regard to the 
children of interned aliens. 

The Chairman said that it was through 
the inquiries made by the inspectors in the 
different districts that the charge made 
egainst the wives of the poor soldiers—that 
they were almost universal drunkards—was 
proved to be untrue. (Hear, hear.) There 
were cases, but the wonder is that they are 
so few, taking everything into account—sur- 
roundings and the anxious time that these 
people had owing to the worst possible news 
that they might receive.
